Alsio, prier to hls pancreatitis, Mr. Barrera had been suffering from cervigal dystonia, a ghropic
neurclogical condition that causes involuntary neck spasms. There is no cure and treatments o
refieve the symptoms have yleided mixed results. While dystania i not life-threatening, it can be
very painful and sariously limif 2 patient's mobility. '

Mr. Barrera wais Hospliialized for acute pancrestitis from Sept 19 to Ot 2. His case was severs,
since he also suffered fror inflammations of his livar and colon, along with ascites, a buiidup of
abdominal fliid, |

i the weeka foliowing his hospitalization, Mr. Barera has experienced savere faligus, along with
variols gastrointssiial symptoms common during recovery, These included bloating, abdominal
pain, foss of appetite, and difficulty sweliowing.

Full racavery fram pancreatitis often takes a year or longsr. Although Mr, Barrera's symptoms ara
improving, he is stifl fighting the aftereffects of his iiness and faces a host of iifasiyle changes,
particilarly avoiding sirass and rich foods,

Mr, Barrera Is also dealing with side effects from the medication he is taking for his cervical
dystonia, Clonazepam 2mg tablete. He has stated that his short-lerm memory is nat good snd
that he has difficuity concentrating. { hevs instructed him fo decrease his dosaga by half, we may
need to make further adiustments before he can resume a normal schedule.

It is my professional judgement that Mr. Barrera requires arathet 48 days of convalessence. He
still needs plenty of rest and must avold unnecsssary stress, which would dafinfiely includs legal
proceedings, Any felapse of his pancreatitis could endanger his ¥e or, @t a minimum, set back his
recovery by many morths, : :

The good rews is that if Mr. Barrera corinues the progress | have seen over the past few weeks,
fe shoild be ready to restme & regular work schedule sometime during late May to early Juhe.
